of July lest it had reached the five 
hundred million mark,, and now i: 
is on a fair way to the goal of si> 
hundred millions These figures, ir 
themselves, do tell us muc 
But if we make comparison of thi 
trade of some of the most highly civ 
ilized nations of the earth, we sha 
realize the extent to which we hav: 
made progress. England, which 
the mother of trade as it is the mot! 
er of freedom, has a trade amountin 
to about $100 per head of the popula 
tion. The trade of Germany, ot 
which we have heard much of 
late years, and which has made such 
substantial progress, is only about 
$50 per head. The trade of the Un- 
ited States, large as it is, and pros- 
perous as that country is, is less than 
$40 per head of the people. The 
trade of Canada, being a total of 
$500,000,000, amounted to no less than 
$90 per head of the population. I
